During the course of the 1956-1957 
General Assembly of the Illinois Leg- 
islature, Senate bills 381 and 382 were 
passed and signed by Governor Strat- 
ton into law. These bills “require the 
registration of radiation installations” 
as defined in SB 381 and “authorize the 
Department of Public Health to inves- 
tigate and inspect all radiation installa- 
tions” in I}linois. 


Provisions of the Bill 


For the dentist this means: 


1. Every operator of a dental x-ray 
machine must register it with the Di- 
rector of the Department of Public 
Health prior to January 1, 1958, and 
this registration must be made out on 
a form prescribed by the Department. 


2. This registration will be effective 
until there is any change in the instal- 
lation which might increase or decrease 
its output or energy of radiation pro- 
duced. 


3. All dental x-ray installations made 
after September 1, 1957 must be regis- 
tered with the Director before such in- 
stallation is placed in operation. 


4. Whenever an operator of a dental 
x-ray machine discontinues the use of 
his installation, he is required to reg- 
ister such discontinuance within thirty 
days, giving written notice to the Direc- 
tor concerning the date of the discon- 
tinuance and the final disposition of 
the x-ray machine. 


5. The Department has the right to 
inspect premises where a dental x-ray 
is used for the purpose of studying and 
evaluating its potential hazard to the 
health of the public. 


6. Dentists who fail to comply with 
these provisions will be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction may be 
fined not more than $1,000 or be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for not 
more than six months, or both. Each 
day that the dentist fails to comply 
shall constitute a separate offense. 


Method of Registration 
Upon the signing of bills 381 and 


382 into law Dr. Paul W. Clopper, sec- 
retary of the llinois State Dental So- 
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ciety, requested further information the following letter from Dr. Roland 
about this law and its implications for R. Cross, director of the Illinois De- 
members of the Society. He received partment of Public Health. 


Dear Dr. Clopper: 


The registration program will be administered by the Bureau of Radiological 
Health and Air Pollution Control in the Division of Sanitary Engineering. This 


Bureau is presently developing the details of this program and expects to begin 
registration about August 1. 


We intend to send registration forms and a copy of the law with an informa- 
tional letter to every dentist in Illinois. The registration form will be mailed in 
duplicate permitting each dentist to retain a copy of the information which he 
has submitted. A certificate of Registration subsequently will be issued to the 
operator of each radiation installation after our review indicates that the in- 
formation submitted is acceptable. 


One of the problems which we anticipate is the failure of operators to fulfill 
their responsibility for notifying this Department at 6 month intervals, as 
specified in the law, of any changes in the radiation installation or any discon- 
tinuance of the installation. We intend to stress this point in our initial contact 
with each operator. New installations to begin operating after September 1, 1957 
should request registration forms from this Department well in advance of 
their anticipated operational date to permit their registration to be accomplished 
prior to the date of their initial operation. 


As you probably know, the Act includes no measures for controlling or re- 
stricting the use of radiation machines or sources. The purpose of this program 
is to permit an evaluation of radiological hazards in Illinois by this Department. 
Statutory registration of radiation installations was recommended by the Atomic 
Power Investigating Commission as a means of locating all radiation sources so 
that such an evaluation could be made. 


This program, to be effective, relies heavily on the cooperation of the many 
organizations and individuals associated with radiological activities. We appre- 
ciate your cooperation in offering to publish this information in the dentistry 
journals. Should you have further questions concerning this program please do 
not hesitate to call on us.

Dr. Henry H. Hamman, 76, who 
has practiced dentistry in Rushville for 
the past thirty-four years, died at 10:45 
p-m. on June 23. 

At an early age his father moved the 
family from Ohio to Michigan where 
the young man attended the public 
schools of Belding and Big Rapids. He 
later enrolled in the dental school of 
Northwestern University in Chicago;

General Session 


The first general session of the 93rd 
Annual Meeting of the Illinois State 
Dental Society was called to order by 
President Clifford F. Isenberger at 
11:20 a.m. in the Grand Ballroom of 
the Hotel Pere Marquette, Peoria. 

Dr. Robert H. Bodine, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church in Peoria, gave 
the invocation. 

Mr. Eugene Leiter, mayor of Peoria, 
presented a few remarks, welcoming 
the members of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society to Peoria. 

Dr. George B. Vogelei, chairman of 
the Program Committee was recognized 
and moved that the program as printed 
be the regular order of business. Mo- 
tion carried. 

Dr. Isenberger welcomed all mem- 
bers and guests to the Illinois State 
Dental Society Annual Meeting and 
gave a brief factual resume of the So- 
ciety’s activities since the first of Janu- 
ary (page 514). 

President Isenberger then _ intro- 
duced Dr. Harry Lyons, president of 
the American Dental Association. 

Dr. Lyons, after voicing his apprecia- 
tion for the hospitality extended him, 
presented a paper entitled ““The Other 
Side.” 

President Isenberger called attention 
to a bill now before the Illinois Legis- 
lature, House Bill 1027, which would 
create a public denturist law. 


Resolution—H.B. 1027 


Dr. James Donelan explained the 
content of. House Bill 1027 and pre- 
sented the following resolution for 
adoption:

Dental Society in its Ninety-Third

TuaAT House Bill 1027 now pending 
in the Illinois Legislature should be 
defeated as a vicious threat to the 
health and welfare of the people of 
this State; 

TuaT enactment of this proposed 
law would give legal sanction to a new 
class of untrained and unqualified per- 
sons who would be free to prey upon 
the uninformed public and to under- 
mine the high standards heretofore es- 
tablished by the dental profession in 
Illinois; and 

THatT every member of the Legisla- 
ture and all others in positions of au- 
thority in our State Government are 
urged to exert every effort to defeat 
this dangerous proposal. 


Dr. Donelan’s motion was severally 
seconded, and the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

Dr. Lester E. Kalk of Chicago, chair- 
man of the Necrology Committee, read 
the Necrology Report and the member- 
ship observed a moment of silence 
while Dr. Kalk read a memorial prayer 
for our deceased members. 

Dr. Thomas C. Starshak of Chicago, 
past president, presented the following 
resolution:

Through the 
“President’s Page” in the JOURNAL and 
at each component or district meeting 
it has been my privilege to attend, I 
have stressed the fact that this great 
Society of ours must function for the 
benefit of the public’s dental health 
and for the membership of the Society; 
when I speak of membership, I hope 
it means every member in the State of 
Illinois. 

The officers and the Executive Coun- 
cil feel the same about this as I do, 
and we respectfully solicit your assist- 
ance in making this possible. We 
represent no faction, no section of 
the State, no group. Because we 
want to work for you, this address will 
be devoted mainly to informing you of 
things that have happened so far this 
year in our work for you.

May 14, 1957 


Early in April a conference was held 
for the component officers ‘and 
editors of the State Society. It was well 
attended and enthusiastically received. 
The morning session was given over to 
the Joint Policy Committee for a panel 
workshop, which dealt mainly with the 
subject of registration of dental labora- 
tory technicians and accreditation of 
dental laboratories. The panel did a 
commendable piece of work, and the 
component officers welcomed the in- 
formation presented. If an accredita- 
tion program is adopted, and I feel it 
is a step in the right direction, it will 
need the wholehearted support of all 
the members. This is a must for its suc- 
cess. 

In the afternoon your President 
spoke on “The Administration of the 
State Society and its Affairs.” President- 
elect Bob Pollock discussed the forma- 
tion and plans of the Law Enforcement 
Study Commission. I shall tell you 
more about this Commission later. Dr. 
William P. Schoen, editor of the Jour- 
NAL, spoke on “The Problems of the 
Journal in relation to the Component 
Officers and Editors.” Dr. George Vo- 
gelei, president of the Northwest Com- 
ponent Society, presented a paper on 
“Conducting a Component Meeting 




















and the Members’ Responsibility.” 

Everyone present felt this conference 
should become an annual affair, and I 
strongly recommend it. It will be in- 
strumental in bringing each compon- 
ent society into closer relationship with 
the parent organization. 

Your State Society, through the Pub- 
lic Policy Committee under the able 
direction of Dr. James Donelan, is 
watching over our interests in legisla- 
tive matters. Progress is being made on 
the inclusion of dentistry in Blue 
Shield, in making our opposition 
known to a 1% tax on gross income, 
and opposing adverse legislation on 
fluoridation. 

Regarding group dental health care, 
we are studying the organizations that 
have health and welfare funds. Such 
action is necessary because we want 
these people to receive a satisfactory 
dental service at a reasonable fee, if 
they apply for it. The Group Dental 
Health Care Committee has not, as 
yet, been directed by the Executive 
Council to prepare any such legisla- 
tion; we are not encouraging it, but do 
want to be prepared in case it should 
be necessary. 

The Public Welfare Committee, 
with Dr. George Thoma as chairman, 
has been appointing county dental ad- 
visors in each of the 102 counties of 
the State, to assist the Superintendent 
of the County Public Aid Commission. 
Our new fee schedule will go into effect 
July 1, 1957. In the meantime, we sug- 
gest that work being done, be contin- 
ued as a good will gesture on the part 
of the State Society. The Committee 
feels that we are on the threshold of 
a new era and wishes to thank the mem- 
bership for their continued cooper- 
ation. 

In times like these we urge your 
wholehearted support of the Commit- 
tee on Civil Defense. Some of us are 
prone to take the matter lightly, but 
those who are working on civil defense 






are to be commended for their efforts. 
Special recognition should be given the 
Peoria and Rock Island men for their 
work. Dr. Glenn Cartwright, state 
chairman, attended a special course 
conducted by the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration at Battle Creek, Michi- 
gan, recently and has much informa- 
tion for us. We extend our best wishes 
to him at this time and our hope for 
his recovery from an extended illness. 

The officers of the Society have be- 
come increasingly cognizant during the 
past few years of the responsibility of 
organized dentistry to its auxiliary per- 
sonnel. Through the Prosthetic Dental 
Service Committee, and its subcommit- 
tee, the Joint Policy Committee, we 
have been seeking a plan for the pro- 
tection and cooperation of the ethical 
dental laboratory craft. In the past 
several years there has grown up a 
group of illegal operators who are un- 
trained and unlicensed and who have 
preyed on the public’s dental health 
by selling dental appliances direct to 
unthinking people. 

To protect the public and the wel- 
fare of the ethical dental craftsman it 
has become necessary to appoint a 
state-wide commission known as the 
Law Enforcement Study Commission. 
This group of seven experienced men 
are studying ways and means of com- 
batting this illegal group. They will 
advise and aid all local component den- 
tal societies which are affected by the 
serious problem of law enforcement— 
a problem which seems to have spread 
to nearly all components. We urge each 
component to utilize the services of this 
Commission. 

At the business session on Wednes- 
day afternoon we will discuss, and I 
hope approve, the necessary changes in 
the bylaws that will enable this Society 
to finance adequately a strong program 
of law enforcement. Such a program 
would make our State a safe place for 
people to have dental service .rendered. 
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Through this program we will also 

give security and satisfaction to the 

auxiliary personnel we employ. 
According to the Illinois Dental 


Practice Act, the licensed dentist is 
wholly responsible and is charged to 
render all dental services to the public. 
Let us not fragment our responsibility 
in any way. 

As your president I am proud of the 
excellent program and arrangements 
made for this meeting. They are the 
result of great efforts to please you by 
Program Chairman George Vogelei, 
Clinic Chairman L. William Curtis, 
Local Arrangements Chairman Ken-

Proposed Amendment—1958 


WHEREAS, the business of the ILLI- 
NOIS DENTAL JOURNAL has become such 
that the four-man Publication Com- 
mittee is no longer adequate; and 

WHEREAS, the position of the busi- 
ness manager is no longer held by one 
person, 

‘THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that 
Article III, Section 1, be amended as 
follows: 


1. Delete “shall consist of four mem- 
bers.” 
Insert: “shall consist of six mem- 
bers.” 
2. Delete “and Business Manager.” 
3. Delete “one other member.” 
Insert “four other members.” 


The first sentence of Article III, Sec- 
tion 1 shall, read as follows: 
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The Publication Committee shall 
consist of six members, the Secretary 
of the Society as chairman, the Edi- 
tor of the Journal, and four other 
members.

Proposed Amendments—1957 


You have published in your program 
and you have had published in the 
JournaL the following proposed 
Amendments to the Constitution and 
Bylaws. I will read them one by one 
for your action. 


Amendment No. 1]: 

Constitution — Article V. Standing 
Committees. 

Add: “Group Dental Health Care 
Plans Committee.” 

Bylaws—Article III. Standing Com- 
mittees. 

Add: “Section 27,” to read as follows: 


Section 27. The Group Dental 
Health Care Plans Committee shall 
consist of five or more members. It 
shall be the duty of this committee 
to study all group dental health 
care programs and to cooperate with 
organizations requesting the estab- 
lishment of such programs in order 
that the best interests of the public 
and the profession of dentistry be 
served. The Chairman shall make an 
annual written report to the Execu- 
tive Council. 


Mr. President, I move the adoption 
of this amendment. 


(Motion is seconded by Dr. ‘Thomas 
C. Starshak (Chicago). A vote is taken; 


motion carried.) 


Dr. GRONNER: Amendment No. 2: 


Bylaws—Article I, Section 3. Duties 
of the Vice-President. 

Delete last line: “‘He shall also be a 
delegate ex-officio to the American 
Dental Association.” 

Section 3 to read as follows: 


It shall be the duty of the Vice- 
President to assist the President as 
requested. He shall, in the absence of 
the President or at his request, pre- 
side over all meetings of this Society 
and the Executive Council. He shall 
succeed to the office of the President 
in case of vacancy for any cause and 
shall serve as President for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year of the So- 
ciety. 


Bylaws—Article V, Section 2. Dele- 
gates and Alternates to A.D.A. 

Delete in first line: “the Vice-Presi- 
dent.” 

Section 2 to read as follows: 


The President, the President-Elect, 
the Secretary, and the ‘Treasurer 
shall be delegates ex-officio. The re- 
maining number of delegates and al- 
ternates allotted to the Society shall 
be elected by the Executive Council. 


Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption 
of this amendment. 


Dr. Davin C. BAUGHMAN (Mattoon): 
Second the motion. 


Dr. EArt ELMAN (Chicago): Are these 
amendments open to change on the 
floor? 


Dr. IsENBERGER: They are, by amend- 
ment. 


Dr. ELMAN: I would like to amend the 
motion on the Bylaws, Article V, Sec- 
tion 2. 

I hereby move that the words in the 
last sentence: “shall be elected by the 
Executive Council” be deleted; and 
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the words “elected by the membership 
at the component areas” be inserted in 
their stead. 


Dr. Is—ENBERGER: We are talking about 
the Vice-President. 


Dr. ELMAN: We have read a whole 
section, of which the last sentence 
reads: ““The remaining number of dele- 
gates and alternates allotted to the 
Society shall be elected by the Execu- 
tive Council.” ; 
This is now open for amendment, 
and I have moved that “shall be elect- 
ed by the Executive Council” be de- 
leted and the other words inserted. 


Dr. PauL W. Cropper (Peoria): We 
are only talking about the Vice-Presi- 
dent. 


Dr. ELMAN: I believed this section was 
opened entirely for amendment. I 
asked about this and was told it was. 


Dr. GRONNER: The purpose of this 
amendment, Dr. Elman, as I under- 
stand it, is to eliminate the Vice-Presi- 
dent as a delegate ex-officio to the 
A.D.A. meeting. Your amendment 
would change the method of election 
of delegates and alternates, which has 
not been the published purpose of this. 
That would be my thought on it, 
though I am not the parliamentarian. 
I do not know what the ruling would 
be. 


Dr. ELMAN: As I understand it, and 
I am open to correction: by being 
published the article is now open to 
amendment, and I am, therefore, mov- 
ing an amendment to this article as it 
has been published in accordance with 
the methods approved. 

If this amendment is not in order— 
and it may not be—I am perfectly will- 
ing to submit this in writing to be 
acted on at the next meeting. 
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Dr. IsENBERGER: We are only trying to 
amend the section regarding the Vice- 
President. 


Dr. ELMAN: I am aware of that, but 
the article has been published as the 
way it is read. It is now open for 
amendment, and I have moved an 
amendment. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Will you wait a min- 
ute until I try to get a ruling? 


Dr. GRONNER: Mr. Chairman, does he 
have a second? 


Dr. IsADORE H. SHAPIRO 
Second the motion. 


(Chicago): 


Dr. ISENBERGER: The motion is sec- 
onded by Dr. Shapiro of Chicago. 

Dr. Elman, I believe your amend- 
ment here is out of order because it 
does not have to do with the business 
at hand. 


Dr. ELMAN: I’m not sure of that. I 
have made a motion to amend an 
amendment which has been published 
just as it was read here; therefore, this 
is the business at hand, the whole sec- 
tion as presented, Mr. Chairman. 

I’m not adding anything, I’m not 
suggesting a change in any other sec- 
tion. I’m suggesting a change in the 
wording of amendment as it has been 
published and presented for action. I 
asked if this was open for amendment. 
You stated that it was. 

I’m _ perfectly willing, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to accept your ruling that this 
may not be in order and to present it 
in writing for action at the next meet- 


ing. 
Dr. IsENBERGER: I will rule it out of 
order, if you will present it in writing 


for action at the next meeting. 


Dr. ELMAN: Thank you. 
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Dr. IsENBERGER: Now is there any fur- 
ther discussion on this resolution as 
presented? 


(The question is called for, a vote 
taken; motion carried.) 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Proceed, Dr. Gronner. 


Dr. GRONNER: Amendment No. 3: 

By-laws—Article I, Section 2. Duties 
of the President-Elect. 

Add: “and the Ad Interim Commit- 
tee.” 

Section 2 to read as follows: 


The President-Elect shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Executive 
Council and the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee. It shall be the duty of the 
President-Elect to assist the President 
as requested. He shall succeed to the 
office of President without other elec- 
tion. He shall also be a delegate ex- 
officio to the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. 


Bylaws—Article III, Section 12. The 
Ad Interim Committee. 

Add: “the President-Elect.” 

Section 12 to read as follows: 


The Ad Interim Committee shall 
consist of the President, the Presi- 
dent-Elect, the Secretary, the Trea- 
surer, and two members of the Exe- 
cutive Council elected for this duty 
by the Executive Council. It shall be 
the duty of this Committee. when in 
the opinion of the President and 
Secretary a meeting of the entire 
Executive Council seems impractic- 
able, to govern and transact the busi- 
ness of this Society during the in- 
tervals between its regular meetings. 
It shall meet at the call of the Presi- 
dent or any three of its members. 


Mr. President, 1 move the adoption 
of this amendment. 








Dr. RayMonpd W. MCLELLAN (Carth- 
age): Second the motion, Mr. Presi- 
dent. 


(A vote is taken, and the motion is 
carried.) 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Proceed, Dr. Gronner. 


Dr. GRONNER: Amendment No. 4. The 
two following amendments were pub- 
lished in the ILLINOIS DENTAL JouR- 
NAL: March issue, page 14]; April is- 
sue, page 205. ° 

Article IX, Section 1, to be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1. The annual dues shall 
be fifteen dollars per member plus 
whatever amount may be designated 
from time to time as the annual 
dues in the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. In addition to the annual 
dues, the membership, at the annual 
meeting, may assess for specific pur- 
poses and fix the date beginning with 
January 1, 1958 when -any_assess- 
ment shall be paid. All dues and 
assessments are payable to the Sec- 
retary of each Component Society 
who shall forward same to the Secre- 
tary of this Society. This shall in- 
clude the annual subscription to the 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL and the 
annual dues in the American Dental 
Association. 


Bylaws—Article VIII, Sections 1 and 
4, to be amended to read as follows: 


Section 1. Active members. The 
Component Society Secretary shall 
send the membership cards, dues, 
and assessments of the individual 
members to the State Secretary as 
they are received, and when those 
dues and assessments are credited on 
the State Secretary’s records, the 
membership of the individual mem- 
ber is established for the current 
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year. Any member whose dues and 
assessments are unpaid is not in good 
standing. 


Section 4. Members delinquent in 
dues and assessments, and who for 
this reason alone have been suspend- 
ed, may be reinstated to membership 
by the payment of the dues for the 
current year plus any assessments 
during the lapse of membership and 
the reinstatement fee of four dollars, 
said reinstatement fee to be divided 
equally between this Society and the 
Component Society involved. 

All applicants for reinstatement 
shall be subject to investigation for 
eligibility by the proper committee 
of the Component Society. 


Mr. President, I move the adoption 
of this amendment. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Do I hear a second? 
(Dr. Corcoran seconds the motion.) 
Dr. IsENBERGER: Dr. Kelly. 


Dr. WALTER E. KELLY (Chicago): Mr. 
Chairman, I wish to present an amend- 
ment to the amendment of Article IX, 
Section 1, on dues, at the request of 
the Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society; to add in paragraph 1, 
after the word “paid,” in italics, “and 
no assessment or total of assessments in 
any calendar year shall exceed that of 
the annual dues.” 


(Motion is seconded from_ the 
Floor.) 


Dr. GeorGe E. THoma (Springfield): 
Mr. Chairman, I wish to offer an 
amendment: that it should read after 
the Article IX, Section 1: “that there 
shall be a limit of one assessment in a 
calendar year, a calendar year being 
defined as January Ist to the next en- 
suing January Ist.” 
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I don’t particularly care what the 
limit of the assessment is, but I think 
it should be limited as a safeguard and 
as a check that there be only one as- 
sessment per calendar year. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Is there a second to 
this? 


(Motion is seconded from Floor.) 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Is there any discus- 
sion on this second amendment? 


Dr. STANLEY F. Wroset (La Salle): I 
think the assessments should be limit- 
ed, and if Dr. Kelly’s amendment is 
accepted, the other limiting amend- 
ment is unnecessary. I believe that 
there should be a limit, and if a limit 
is agreed upon, then only the one 
amendment is necessary. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Dr. Thoma. 


Dr. THoma: I’m sure that all the 
members, Mr. Chairman, are cognizant 
of what is going on, and why we need 
this war chest. I do not wish to limit 
the amount of money we need for this 
fight, but I do feel there should be a 
limit on how many assessments we may 
have in any one year. I’m sure the Exe- 
cutive Council will only use that mon- 
ey for the war chest as they need it. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: That is stated in Dr. 
Kelly’s amendment. 


Dr. THoma: But he limits his assess- 
ment, to no more than the dues. 


(There was a request from the Floor 
for the Chairman to restate both 
amendments.) 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Will you re-read your 
amendment, Dr. Thoma? 


Dr. THOMA: Please let Dr. Kelly read 
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his first, so that we will get the differ- 
ences. 


Dr. Ketty: Behind the word “pay” 
add, “and no assessment or total of 
assessments in any calendar year shall 
exceed the annual dues.” I think that 
is the same as yours. 


Dr. THOMA: Except I didn’t put a lim- 
it on the amount, and I think you 
should define ‘“‘calendar year.” 


Dr. KELLy: You are either working on 
a fiscal year or a calendar year. The 
State Society works on a calendar year 
from January 1 to December 31. That 
is the reason we used “calendar year.” 
The Chicago Dental Society works on 
a fiscal year, June 1 through May 30. I 
think yours is practically the same idea 
as this. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Dr. Thoma, is this 
a substitute amendment? 


Dr. THOMA: Well, the way he reads 
it now, I would say yes. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: We can’t act on two 
amendments at one time; we will have 
to act on the substitute amendment 
first. 


Dr. THoma: I will withdraw my mo- 
tion if whoever seconded it withdraws 
his second. 


(This is done.) 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Now, is there any fur- 
ther discussion on the amendment as 
given by Dr. Kelly? Do you want me to 
read that again? 


Dr. THOMA: Yes, read that again. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: No assessment or total 
of assessments in any calendar year 
shall exceed the annual dues. 


(A member from the Floor adds: 
“Of the Illinois State Dental Society.’’) 





Dr. IsENBERGER: It is stated in the first 
place; that is taken care of in the rest 
of the Bylaws. Are you ready for the 
question? All those in favor say aye; 
contrary, no. The amendment to the 
original amendment is carried. 

Now is there any discussion on the 
amendment? 


(A vote is taken and the amend- 
ment carried without dissent.) 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Proceed with the next, 
please, Dr. Gronner. 


Resolution—Assessment 


Dr. GRONNER: We have then a resolu- 
tion: 

WHEREAS, in order to protect the 
people of Illinois and to keep up the 
standards of dental practice, it has be- 
come necessary to prosecute those prac- 
ticing dentistry illegally, and 

WuereEAs, this procedure has cost, 
and will in the future cost, money not 
available to this Society in the ordinary 
way of financing by annual dues, 

‘THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that an 
assessment of $10.00, payable January 
1, 1958, be levied. The sum so raised 
is to be placed in a special fund to be 
used for all law enforcement and leg- 
islative planning. 


Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption 
of this resolution. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Do I hear a second? 
Dr. STARSHAK: I second the motion. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Is there any discus- 
sion? 


(Question is called for, a vote taken, 
and the motion carried without dis- 
sent.) 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Proceed, Dr. Gronner. 


Dr. GRONNER: I would like to read to 
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you House Bill 561 introduced by Rep- 
resentative Stevenson: 


No city, village, incorporated town 
or public water district shall treat any 
public water supply with fluorine or 
any fluorine compounds unless the 
question of fluoridation has first been 
submitted to the qualified electors of 
such city, village, incorporated town or 
public water district, and the majority 
of those voting on the question are in 
favor of such fluoridation. 


The resolution is: 
Resolution—H.B. 561 


Wuereas, House Bill 561 would pro- 
hibit the fluoridation of communal 
water supplies without prior approval 
by a referendum, and 

WuerREAS, fluoridation has _ been 
proved over a period of years by thor- 
ough scientific investigation to reduce 
dental decay in children sixty-five per- 
cent (65%), and 

WHEREAS, a scientific fact cannot be 
proved or disproved by a referendum, 
as was noted by Governor William G. 
Stratton in his veto of a similar bill two 
years ago, 

‘THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Illinois State Dental Society in its 93rd 
Annual Meeting duly assembled go on 
record as opposed to the passage of 
House Bill 561 since it would tend to 
bring water fluoridation, an important 
health measure, into an area of politi- 
cal controversy. 


Mr. President, I move the adoption 
of this resolution. 


Dr. ISENBERGER: Do I hear a second to 
the resolution? 


(Dr. Herman R. Wenger, Chicago, 
seconds the motion. A vote is taken, 
and, the motion is carried.) 


Dr.: GRONNER: Along with that in 
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much the same line is House Bill 727. 
This is a resume: 


No city, village, incorporated town 
or public water district shall treat any 
public water supply with fluorine or 
any fluorine compound or make any 
water so treated available for general 
use in any hospital, school, or other in- 
stitution, or transport, store, or hold 
in possession for such general use any 
fluorine or fluorine compound in any 
area contributory or contiguous to any 
public water supply. 

Any city, village, incorporated town 
or public water district may be en- 
joined from introducing fluorine or 
any fluorine compound into the public 
water supply in violation of this Act. 

The action to enjoin may be brought 
by any legal voter of such city, village, 
incorporated town or public water dis- 
trict. 


The resolution is: 
Resolution—H.B. 727 


WuereAs, House Bill 727 would 
prohibit all present and future fluori- 
dation programs in the State of IlIli- 
nois, and 

WHEREAS, studies conducted in Ev- 
anston, Illinois; Grand Rapids, Mich- 
igan; Newburg, New York; and other 
cities have shown a highly significant 
reduction in the rate of tooth decay 
among children using controlled fluor- 
idated water, and 

WHEREAS, no scientifically docu- 
mented evidence has. been presented 
to indicate the slightest bodily harm to 
all citizens of all ages from the use of 
water containing the fluoride ion at 
the level of one part per million, and 

WHEREAS, it behooves the People of 
the State of Illinois to employ all safe 
methods for the retardation of dental 
disease in order to preserve the health 
and welfare of.our people, since it has 
been shown that tooth decay is quite 
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often a contributing factor in serious 
bodily ills such as heart disease, 
‘THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the 
Illinois State Dental Society in its 93rd 
Annual Meeting duly assembled, that 
House Bill 727 now pending in the II- 
linois Legislature should be defeated 
since enactment of this Bill would be a 
denial to the children of Illinois of a 
scientific health procedure whose safe- 
ty and effectiveness has been estab- 
lished beyond any reasonable doubt. 


Mr. President, I move the adoption 
of this resolution. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Do I hear a second? 


(Motion duly seconded from the 
Floor. After considerable discussion the 
motion is put to a vote and carried.) 


Dr. IsENBERGER: The next order of 
business will be the election of officers 
and councilmen and I wish to appoint 
the Election Committee: Dr. Orville 
Larsen, Dr. Paul Kanchier, Dr. Robert 
Leininger, Dr. Guy Sandy, Dr. James 
Bradley, and Dr. Charles Tankersley. 
Dr. Tankersley will serve as chairman 
of this Committee. 

The Secretary will read the instruc- 
tions regarding the election procedure. 


(The Secretary reads Article IV, Sec- 
tion 1 of the Bylaws concerning the 
election of a president-elect.) 


Dr. IsSENBERGER: Dr. Curren. 


Dr. RoBERT CurREN (Springfield): May 
I come forward on the rostrum, Mr. 
Chairman? I have certain notes, and I 
would like to make my remarks from 
there. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: All right, Dr. Curren. 


Dr. CurrEN: President Isenberger, 
President-Elect Pollock, Mr. Secretary, 


and Fellows of the Illinois State Dental 
Society: 

I come before you today for the ex- 
press purpose of placing in nomination 
the name of a dentist from our own 
G. V. Black District whom we hold in 
high regard. We hold him in such high 
regard that we solicit your support in 
electing him to the office of President- 
Elect of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety. We know that if you elect him, 
he will serve you faithfully and with 
a dignity that will become this office. 


How do we know all this? Well, by 
our table of experience. He has a 
background of forty years of dental 
society experience, and his is a family 
name that is synonymous with organ- 
ized dentistry. Four men, all bearing 
the same name, have given our com- 
munity and your Society almost a to- 
tal of one hundred and fifty years of 
faithful professional organizational 
service. 


To have lived and worked in a pro- 
fessional field for forty years and to be 
revered not only by your townsmen but 
by your colleagues certainly marks one 
as a man of distinction. He gets the job 
done without fanfare or rancor, and 
has demonstrated his tenacity on oc- 
casions too numerous to mention. He 
is also a diplomat. He accomplishes his 
intentions without antagonism. He is 
modest; he is self-effacing and most 
considerate of others. 


I would like now to give you the 
highlights of his professional contribu- 
tions. He graduated from the Chicago 
College of Dental Surgery in 1916. He 
passed through the various chairs of 
the local and State societies. He has 
served for fifteen years on the Legis- 
lative Committee—doing a tremendous 
job.

Dr. IsENBERGER: Dr. Kelly. 





Dr. KeEtty: Mr. President, in further 
recognition of this dental dynasty that 
we have in Springfield, I would like to 
second the nomination for James Done- 
lan as President-Elect of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Are there any other 
nominations? 


Dr. STARSHAK: Mr. President, I move 
that the nominations be closed, and 
the Secretary be instructed to cast a 
unanimous ballot in favor of Dr. James 
Donelan as President-Elect of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society. 


Dr. AELRED C. FONDER (Sterling): Sec- 
ond the motion. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: You have heard the 
motion. All those in favor say aye; con- 
trary, no. 


(Nominations are closed, and the 
Secretary is instructed to cast a unani- 
mous ballot for Dr. James Donelan 
of Springfield as President-Elect.) 


Dr. Cropper: The Secretary hereby 
casts a unanimous ballot for James 
Donelan for President-Elect for the 
year 1958. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Next is the Vice Pres- 
ident. The Secretary will read the in- 
structions. 


Dr. Cropper: Section 2 of Article IV 
states that the Vice-President shall be 
elected by nominations from the Floor 
by voice vote. 


Dr. IsENBERGER: Are there any nomina- 
tions for vice president? 


Dr. JoHN T. HatcHer (Springfield): 
I would like to place in nomination 
the name of Dr. Kenneth Edmonson of 
Peoria, for Vice-President of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society. 
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Dr. RosertT J. Pottock (Chicago): I 
second the motion.

Discussion was opened on the first 
recommendation that a special com- 
mittee or commission be appointed to 
study law enforcement procedures and 
financing. It was the concensus of the

Council that this committee should be 
made up of some of the members of the 
Executive Council, the Chicago Dental 
Society Board of Directors, and repre- 
sentatives from downstate components 
affected by the illegal laboratory situa- 
tion. Such a commission would not be 
concerned with the original twenty- 
four laboratories involved in the in- 
junction suit. It would study the illegal 
laboratory situation generally and pre- 
sent recommendations of future ac- 
tion, as well as ways and means of 
raising funds to continue statewide 
law enforcement. It would be an advis- 
ory and directing body. 

Motion carried that there be estab- 
lished a special commission, the Law 
Enforcement Study Commission of sev- 
en members; four to be appointed by 
the president of the Illinois State Den- 
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tal Society, three to be appointed by 
the president of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, with the chairman appointed by 
the president of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society. This Commission shall 
study the problem of law enforcement 
in the state as related to illegal labora- 
tories, recommend future procedures, 
and make recommendations for the 
financing of the law enforcement pro- 
gram. 

A message from Dr. Harold Hillen- 
brand, secretary of the American Den- 
tal Association, informed the Council 
that the American Dental Association 
Board of Trustees had approved a 
voucher in the amount of $1,190.00 
payable to the Chicago Dental Society 
to assist in the expenses of the prosecu- 
tion of mail order laboratories in Illi- 
nois. 

Following discussion relative to the 
proposed Component Officers Confer- 
ence, motion carried that the Illinois 
State Dental Society hold such a one 
day conference and that the president 
appoint a committee to make plans for 
the educational program and entertain- 
ment. 

It was the concensus of the Council 
that, as the Chicago Component and its 
branches are well organized and not 
as much in need of instruction in the 
duties of organized dentistry, the com- 
mittee be made up of downstate mem- 
bers who are informed of the problems 
facing component societies. 

The recommendation of the Finance 
and Budget Committee relative to pay- 
ment of expense accounts of officers, 
councilmen and committeemen (1956 
Transactions—page 173) was brought 
before the Council. After lengthy dis- 
cussion, it was referred back to the 
Finance and Budget Committee for re- 
consideration. 

The recommendations of Past Presi- 
dent Starshak were next considered. 
Motion carried that the president be 
authorized to appoint a committee to 
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study and formulate plans for the cen- 
tennial celebration of the Illinois State 
Dental Society and to contact the Chi- 
cago Dental Society to ascertain if a 
joint celebration would be feasible dur- 
ing the year 1964. 

The recommendation to engage a 
management consultant was referred to 
the Group Dental Health Care Plans 
Committee for study. 

The recommendation to employ a 
full-time secretary was referred to the 
Finance and Budget Committee for 
study. 

The recommendation to employ ad- 
ditional help to combat adverse legis- 
lation was referred to the newly 
formed Commission. 

The recommendation to make the 
immediate past president a member of 
the Executive Council was tabled. 

The recommendation for a raise in 
dues was referred to the Finance and 
Budget Committee for study. 

In discussion of the need for addi- 
tional funds for law enforcement, mo- 
tion carried that the Executive Coun- 
cil favor an assessment of $10.00 per 
active member to be due and payable 
July 1, 1957. This sum to be placed in 
a special fund to be used for law en- 
forcement and legislative planning— 
this assessment to be paid before the 
dues for 1958 may be accepted. A mem- 
ber not paying this assessment would 
be considered as not in good standing. 
Referred to the Resolutions Commit- 
tee. 

Motion carried that the recommend- 
ed pre-payment plan for increased reve- 
nue be tabled. 

Motion carried that the honorarium 
for 1957 A.D.A. delegates be $100.00, 
to be pro-rated according to the num- 
ber of sessions held and attended, and 
that the honorarium for the 1957 
A.D.A. alternates be $40.00, to be pro- 
rated according to the number of ses- 
sions held and attended. 

Motion carried that the expenses of

Each councilman was given a copy of 
a resolution suggested by Dr. Gronner 
and the amendments suggested by Mr. 
Winning. Dr. Gronner’s suggestion 
gave the power of voting an assessment 
to the membership, while Mr. Win- 
ning’s suggestion gave the power to the 
Executive Council. In discussion of 
those two points it was the concensus 
of the Council that the power to vote 
an assessment should be given to the 
membership instead of the Executive 
Council. 

Mr. Winning’s suggestion was that 
members suspended because of non- 
payment of dues may be reinstated to 
good standing by payment of delin- 
quent dues and the reinstatement fee. 
Some of the members of the Council 
felt that members to be _ reinstated 
should be required to pay only the 
current year’s dues plus all delinquent 
assessments and the reinstatement fee, 
and not all delinquent dues. 

There followed discussion of the 
meaning of the term “active members,” 
as stated in Dr. Gronner’s resolution 
that the assessment shall be for active 
members only. Some of the Council 
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members felt that a man in practice a 
few hours a week was not considered 
an active member. Dr. Fonda suggested 
that the Council should not go on re- 
cord as defining an “active member” or 
“active practice,” as the insurance com- 
panies consider a man practicing only 
a few hours a week as being in active 
practice. Dr. James Donelan, who was 
attending the meeting as an invited 
guest, concurred that the insurance 
companies feel that as long as a den- 
tist maintains an office and is listed in 
the telephone book, he is in active 
practice. 

It was suggested by Dr. Schoen that 
although the life members are exempt 
from financial obligation to the Socie- 
ty, if they were informed of the assess- 
ment and the need for additional 
funds, many would be glad to pay the 
assessment. He suggested that a special 
letter be sent to these members instead 
of the statement which would be sent 
to all other members. 

The responsibility of new members 
paying only $3.50 A.D.A. dues was then 
discussed. It was decided that Article 
IX, Section 2 of the Bylaws clearly 
states that new graduates are exempt 
from all financial responsibilities, ex- 
cept A.D.A. dues, and therefore would 
also be exempt from payment of any 
assessments levied in that year. 

In further discussion of the suggest- 
ed resolution and amendment, it was 
the concensus of the Council that the 
term should definitely be “‘assessment” 
and not “additional dues” as was sug- 
gested by Mr. Winning. It was the feel- 
ing that the general membership would 
not realize a request for “additional 
dues” would in reality be an assess- 
ment collectable for one year only and 
not a raise in dues. 

Motion carried that the Council ap- 
prove the revisions to the Bylaws as 
suggested for Articles VIII and IX. 

Motion carried to instruct the Reso- 
lutions Committee to prepare for of- 
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ficial publication in the Transactions 
and presentation at the annual meet- 
ing, resolutions to amend the Bylaws 
as approved by the Council. 

Motion carried that the Resolutions 
Committee be instructed to prepare a 
resolution to be presented to the gen- 
eral body in May, levying an assess- 
ment, if the amendments to the Bylaws 
are passed by the membership. (See 
business session for amendments.) 

Dr. Walter Kelly, member of the 
Board of Directors, and Dr. James 
Lynch, treasurer of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, appeared before the Coun- 
cil. The Secretary read communications 
from the Chicago Dental Society re- 
garding the appearance of these mem- 
bers before the Council. 

Dr. Lynch explained recent develop- 
ments regarding the injunctions 
against twenty-four illegal laboratories 
in Chicago. Although these laborato- 
ries have been enjoined, it is not a 
simple matter to close them. The in- 
junction must now be enforced. 


Another development in this situa-~ 


tion is that some of the enjoined labo- 
ratories are not closing down, but are 
hiring dentists to work for them in 
some cases or selling out to dentists— 
dentists who belong to the State So- 
ciety. There is nothing that can be 
done, because as far as the Dental Prac- 
tice Act is concerned, this is legitimate. 

Further prosecution of the original 
twenty-four laboratories, however, will 
be directly with the Superior Court, 
and the violators will be in contempt 
of court. 

Dr. Pollock stated he felt the Chi- 
cago representatives would like, and 
should have, the assurance of the Coun- 
cil to take back to their Board of Di- 
rectors that the Illinois State Dental 
Society would share equally the entire 
cost of enforcing the injunctions and 
closing these twenty-four laboratories, 
which means legal fees, investigation 
costs, and whatever is necessary to ob- 
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tain evidence and actually close these 
laboratories. 

Motion carried that the Illinois State 
Dental Society go on record as being 
willing to pay one-half of the necessary 
costs of closing the laboratories that 
were a part of the original suit which 
went to the Supreme Court. 

Dr. Lynch stated the feeling of most 
of the members of the Chicago Dental 
Society was that either the Chicago 
Dental Society or the State Society 
should take over the entire enforce- 
ment situation so as not to have a 
duplication of effort. 

The President announced the ten- 
tative appointment of the following 
men as the Law Enforcement Study 
Commission to study this problem:

In discussion of the Study Commis- 
sion it was felt by some council mem- 
bers that a tenure of three years should 
be placed on each appointment. After 
more discussion, however, it was de- 
cided that membership on this com- 
mission be continued as long as effec- 
tive in order to produce an efficient 
and workable long range program. 
This plan was agreed to by the repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety. 

There followed discussion of the fi- 
nancial operation of the Study Com- 
mission, the proposed assessment, and 
the cost of future law enforcement and 
prosecution. 


Dr. Kelly stated that the Board of 
Directors wants the State Society, for 
the time being, to share all expenses 
on a 50-50 basis. He stated that more 
money was definitely needed, and the 
Chicago Dental Society had been con- 
sidering a component assessment. He 
was sure, however, that if a Chicago 
assessment was passed, the State So- 
ciety could not levy a statewide assess- 
ment as the Chicago members would 
not pay a double assessment. If the 
State Society levies an assessment, the 
Chicago members will expect the So- 
ciety to pay the entire law enforcement 
expense in the future from the fund 
obtained by the assessment. He stated 
that their largest expense in any one 
year was approximately $20,000.00 
which was spent when the proceedings 
were taken to the Supreme Court, and 
that a $10.00 statewide assessment 
should produce an ample law enforce- 
ment fund to cover future contemplat- 
ed expenses. 

Motion carried that the Illinois State 
Dental Society share equally with the 
Chicago Dental Society the costs of law 
enforcement in the calendar year 1957. 
If the proposed assessment is approved 
and payable January 1, 1958, the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society will thereaf- 
ter assume the duty and costs of law 
enforcement. 

Motion carried that the following 
resolution be adopted by the Council 
for presentation to the general body in 
May: 


WHEREAS, in order to protect the 
people of Illinois and to keep up the 
standards of dental practice it has be- 
come necessary to prosecute those prac- 
ticing dentistry illegally, and 

WHEREAS, this procedure has cost, 
and will in the future cost money not 
available to this Society in the ordin- 
ary way, financing by annual dues, 
therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that an assessment of 
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$10.00 payable January 1, 1958, be 
levied. The sum so raised is to be 
placed in a special fund to be used 
for all law enforcement and legislative 
planning. 


The Secretary read a letter from the 
A.D.A. regarding the delegates and al- 
ternates allotted to Illinois for the 
1957 American Dental Association 
meeting. The Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety is allotted only 26 delegates and 
alternates in 1957 instead of 27 as was 
allotted in 1956. 

It was suggested by ‘the President 
that the 1956 Committee on Commit- 
tees meet and eliminate one delegate 
and one alternate from the list pre- 
sented to the Council in January. It 
was further suggested by Dr. Gronner 
that one delegate and one alternate 
from the Northwest District be elim- 
inated as that downstate district had 
been allotted three delegates and alter- 
nates instead of two. With the consent 
of the Committee on Committees and 
the entire Council, Dr. Ronald Pasch- 
all of Moline was changed from a dele- 
gate to an alternate, and Drs.

The supplementary report of the 
Prosthetic Dental Service Committee 
was received with commendation. 

Dr. Wayne Fisher, chairman of the 
Joint Policy Committee, gave a sum- 
mary of the two panel programs pre- 
sented by the Joint Policy Committee 
in January and April. He stated that 
the accreditation program was more or 
less at a stand-still at present for two 
reasons. One is the fact that many 
dentists are still unaware or unin- 
formed of the need for and the benefits 
to be derived from such a program; 
the other is the recent action taken by 
the Anti-Trust Division of the Justice 
Department and the fact that we do 
not want to take any action which 
would aggravate the situation. 

Dr. Fisher further stated that the 
Joint Policy Committee had only 
$261.00 left from the original $2,000.00 
loaned to his committee. The Commit- 
tee feels that four more newsletters 
will be necessary to consumate the pro- 
gram, some before and others after the 
program is initiated. The applicatiou 
blanks and other forms necessary for 
the program also will cost considerable 
money. The Committee, therefore, re- 











quests an additional $1,400.00 to con- 
tinue its work for the next year. 

Motion carried that the report of 
the Joint Policy Committee be re- 
ceived with commendation and its re- 
quest referred to new business. 

The President introduced Dr. Harry 
Lyons, president of the American Den- 
tal Association, who extended greetings 
from the A.D.A. and expressed his ap- 
preciation for the courtesies extended 
him by the members of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. 

The report of the History Committee 
was received. Dr. James E. Mahoney, 
Chairman of the Committee, presented 
a supplementary report to the Council. 
He stated that the History Committee 
has received an offer of the complete 
Transactions of the Society dating 
from 1870, from Dr. J. Foster F. Waltz. 
He has also received a letter from Mrs. 
Neil D. Vedder offering Dr. Vedder's 
books to the Committee. Dr. Mahoney 
asked for a directive from the Council 
as to the acceptance of these gifts. 

In his discussion of the centennial 
celebration, Dr. Mahoney suggested 
that frequent articles and biographies 
of the early Illinois dentists be printed 
in the JOURNAL to arouse and instill 
interest in the celebration. 

Motion carried that the chairman of 
the History Committee be empowered 
to accept the books offered, do any- 
thing necessary to preserve these re- 
cords for posterity, and turn them over 
to his successor at the proper time. 

Motion carried that the Council con- 
cur in the History Committee’s recom- 
mendation that articles be published 
in the JOURNAL to arouse interest in the 
centennial celebration.

Dr. Pollock called attention to the 
preamble submitted by the Commis- 
sion, outlining the purpose, member- 
ship, and duties of the Commission. 
The Commission recommended that 
the name of that body be changed so 
it would not be mistaken as a law en- 
forcement body instead of an investi- 
gating and coordinating board. 

Motion carried, after considerable 
discussion, that the membership of the 
Commission be defined as follows: 

The permanent Commission shall 
consist of seven members—four to be 
appointed by the president of the II- 
linois State Dental Society, one of 
whom shall be the chairman, and three 
to be appointed by the president of the 
Chicago Dental Society. Each member 
is to remain on the Commission for 
three years or until he resigns or is re- 
placed for just cause by the president 
of the society from which the original 
appointment was made. Membership 
on the Commission shall be as continu- 
ous as feasible. At least one member of 
the Executive Council of the Illinois 
State Dental Society and at least one 
member of the Board of Directors of 
the Chicago Dental Society shall be 
current members of the Commission. 
Consultants to the Commission shall be 
the secretary of the Illinois State Den- 

















tal Society, the executive secretary of 
the Chicago Dental Society, and the 
program director of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society. 

After discussion of the duties and 
responsibilities of the Commission as 
outlined, motion carried that those 
duties be accepted and approved. 

Motion carried that the Council ac- 
cept and approve the recommendations 
of the Law Enforcement Study Com- 
mission, with the provision that the 
Commission, after study and confer- 
ence with the attorney, find a suitable 
name for this Commission. 

After considerable discussion of the 
recommendation of the Budget and 
Finance Committee in regard to the 
procedure to be put into effect with 
respect to the payment of Society funds 
to councilmen, committeemen and of- 
ficers of the Society, it was revised and 
approved as follows: 


The following procedure be put into 
effect with respect to the payment of 
Society funds to: 


1. Councilmen 
2. Committeemen 
3. Officers of the Society 


for remuneration in lieu of expenses 
(travel, hotel, per diem, etc.) for at- 
tendance at meetings called by: 


1. the President of the State Society 
2. the Secretary of the State Society 
by direction of the President or 
other duly authorized officers for: 


A. Official business of the Society; 
i.e. Council sessions, January 
and May of each year; State So- 
ciety meetings; Ad _ Interim 


Committee meetings. 

B. Duly authorized committee 
meetings of the Society. 

C. District and component meet- 
ings wherein the President of 
the State Society, the Secretary, 
or both, or one duly authorized, 








is expected to represent the So- 
ciety. 

D. Special meetings honoring ven- 

erable members (50 year) of 

the State Society. 


The following schedule shall be in ef- 
fect for: 


1. Councilmen and officers who shall 
receive per diem and travel ex- 
penses under the present fee scale 
of allowed expenditures (per diem 
$15.00; first class rail transporta- 
tion if available—if not available, 
air or car at 7¢ per mile) to: 


A. Annual Council meetings, Jan- 
uary and May. 

B. Special called meetings where- 
in above named representatives 
are present to conduct official 
business, or upon invitation of 
components outside of one’s 
district or component. 


2. Members of duly authorized State 
Society committees. Travel allow- 
ance shall be made only to out of 
town committeemen and hotel ex- 
penses only in the event of neces- 
sity for presence at specific time of 
called meeting. 

3. Officers of the Society shall receive 
in addition to annual allowed 
budget expenditures, any necessary 
travel, hotel, or other legitimately 
incurred expense involved in the 
transaction of Society matters. 


In discussion of the President’s bud- 
get and expenses, it was the concensus 
of the Council that this matter was 
settled with the approval of the above 
recommendation. 

Motion carried that the Council ap- 
prove the recommendation of the Bud- 
get and Finance Committee to employ 
a full-time secretary as soon as possible. 

The Council approved the recom- 
mendation that a budget be established 
for the Law Enforcement Study Com- 
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mission under the new name to be 
chosen for the Commission. 

Motion carried that the expenses of 
this Commission, for the remainder of 
1957, be carried under the budget set 
up for Legislative Planning, Law En- 
forcement, Public Policy, and Infrac- 
tion of Laws expenditures. 

The Council approved the recom- 
mendation that the secretary’s office be 
authorized to purchase an electric type- 
writer. 

It was moved and seconded that the 
Council approve the recommendation 
that the Budget and Finance Commit- 
tee be renamed as the Finance and 
Planning Committee, in order that the 
Committee may expand its duties to 
include a long range planning pro- 
gram for the State Society. After con- 
siderable discussion the motion car- 
ried; Dr. Kazen requested that his neg- 
ative vote be recorded. 

The report of the Budget and Fi- 
nance Committee was received with 
commendation. 

The request from the Joint Policy 
Committee for an additional $1,400.00 
loan was brought up for discussion. 
The question of mandatory member- 
ship in the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Association was considered. It was the 
consensus of the Council that by ap- 
proving the report of the Ad Interim 
Committee of March 27, the Council 
automatically accepted and approved 
the recommendation of that commit- 
tee: “that the Executive Council dis- 
approve the mandatory membership 
clause in the accreditation program.” 

Motion carried that an additional 
loan of $700.00 be made to the Joint 
Policy Committee and the Committee 
instructed to consumate its program by 
January 1, 1958. 

The Secretary was instructed to in- 
form the members of the Prosthetic 
Dental Service Committee and the den- 
tal members of the Joint Policy Com- 
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mittee of the feeling of the Council on 
this matter. 

The report of the Component Offi- 
cers Conference held in April was re- 
viewed and motion carried that this 
conference be established as an annual 
affair and an item incorporated into 
the budget for it. 

The Secretary read a resolution for- 
warded by the Chicago Dental Society 
regarding the establishment of a com- 
memorative stamp for the 100th anni- 
versary of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. The resolution was approved 
and forwarded to the A.D.A. 

The Secretary read an invitation 
from the G. V. Black Component to 
hold the 1958 meeting in Springfield. 
Motion carried that the invitation be 
accepted and the 1958 meeting held on 
May II, 12, 13 and 14, 1958. 

The Secretary was instructed to set 
up tentative dates with the Hotel Pere 
Marquette for the 1959 meeting. 

The Secretary read a letter from the 
Madison Component asking the atti- 
tude of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety and the steps being taken to guide 
or control the type of dental treatment 
being offered salaried _ personnel 
through their union programs. The 
Secretary was instructed to acknowl- 
edge the letter and inform that Com- 
ponent their letter had been referred 
to the Group Dental Health Care 
Plans Committee, which is at present 
working on such a program. 

The Secretary read a copy of a let- 
ter from Dr. John Zur to Dr. Clifton 
B. Clarno, chairman of the Council on 
Dental Health, regarding the low clas- 
sification level of dentists in the De- 
partment of Public Health. Motion 
carried that the Secretary and the 
Council on Dental Health be author- 
ized to protest this classification to the 
Department of Public Health. 

The Secretary read a letter from 
Parker, Aleshire & Company briefly 
describing a new Group Plan of Ac- 
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cidental Death, Dismemberment, Dis- 
ablement and Disappearance Insur- 
ance. The letter was received and re- 
ferred to the Insurance Committee 
with authorization to act as it sees fit. 

Motion carried that Miss Alloway 
and Miss Caron each be presented with 
a $25.00 bonus in appreciation for the 
fine service rendered in the past sev- 
eral months. 

Dr. Gronner explained a clinic es- 
tablished in his district by Dr. Aelred 
C. Fonder for oral rehabilitation by 
maxillofacial prosthesis. Dr. Fonder is 
devoting his efforts to establishing a 
training course for other dentists in 
this important phase of rehabilitation 
and wishes advice and guidance from 
the Illinois State Dental Society. 

The Secretary was instructed to write 
to Dr. Fonder, stating that the Execu- 
tive Council feels he is doing a fine 
and much needed job; although the 
Council is unable to be of direct serv- 
ice te him with advice and guidance, 
they appreciate and compliment him 
for his splendid humanitarian efforts. 
Dr. Gronner stated he would personal- 
ly speak with Dr. Fonder and convey 
the message from the Council.

ment of a law enforcement study Com- 
mission. 

Voluminous correspondence was car- 
ried on in organizing the State Liai- 
son Committee for legislative purposes. 
I am happy to announce that both the 
congressional and state legislative com- 
mittees are complete as to personnel, 
and a special thanks is extended to the 
subcommittee from the Chicago Dental 
Society headed by Dr. Sam Kleiman, 
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chairman, and Edgar Stephens, secre- 
tary. That Committee delivered Chi- 
cago with a contact man for each sen- 
ator and representative. Complete co- 
operation, as in the past, was received 
from the appointees from downstate. 

On March 27, 1957 the Illinois State 
Dental Society was served with a sub- 
poena to appear in the U. S. District 
Court, Northern District of Illinois, 
with certain documents and records 
dating from January 1, 1954, to the 
date of the subpoena. These documents 
to include, among other things: Cer- 
tificate of Incorporation, the Bylaws, 
Code of Ethics, minutes, memoranda, 
and any notes referring to direct sales 
to the public and mail order adver- 
tising by dental laboratory technicians 
as to materials, prices, costs, and fee 
schedules. Needless to say, this assign- 
ment took priority over the usual rou- 
tine duties. The American Dental As- 
sociation, the Chicago Dental Society, 
the Indiana State Dental Society, and 
many supply houses and laboratories 
were also subpoenaed. The law firm of 
Peterson, Lowry, Rall, Barber and Ross 
was retained by the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society, Chicago Dental Society, 
and the A.D.A. On April 3 the Secre- 
tary appeared before the Grand Jury 
with the documents requested. After 
presentation, I was discharged from 
the subpoena and dismissed. 

The first full day meeting of the 
component officers was held on April 
3 and 4, at the Hotel Pere Marquette, 
Peoria. The attendance and attention 
displayed was most gratifying, and the 
consensus was that this meeting should 
be established as an annual affair. The 
expenditures of the conference were 
well within the budget. 

The Secretary attended many com- 
mittee meetings during the first half 
of 1957 pertaining to increased service 
to the membership. The establishment 
of component councils on dental health 
and prosthetic dental service commit- 
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tees has been accomplished in each 
component, with the assistance of the 
chairmen of these State Society com- 
mittees. —The new Law Enforcement 
Study Commission has worked diligent- 
ly, and I wish to call your attention to 
the prepared statement in your file re- 
ferring to the Commission policy. The 
Council on Dental Health has prepared 
a program for a workshop to be held 
this fall, which should be very worth- 
while for the component councils on 
dental health. 

The Group Dental Health Care 
Plans Committee has a real assignment 
ahead of it and is progressing in a 
well-planned manner. The Joint Pol- 
icy Committee, working on accredita- 
tion of laboratories, has spent many 
hours in their deliberations, and should 
be ready to submit their program at an 
early date. 

Last, but by no means least, on April 
30 the Secretary was advised that 
House Bill 1027, a bill to establish an 
act in relation to licensing and regula- 
tion of persons to engage in the busi- 
ness of manufacturing, constructing, 
supplying, repairing, replacing, and re- 
producing removable prosthetic den- 
ture appliance directly for the user or 
wearer, was dropped in the House hop- 
per. On May 2 the bill was called for 
hearing on May 7, in the License and 
Miscellany Committee. On May 3 the 
Secretary’s office sent telegrams to all 
contact men of the members of the Li- 
cense and Miscellany Committee. Dr. 
George Teuscher, Mr. Edward Mauter, 
and Attorney John Porter spoke in op- 
position to this bill before the Com- 
mittee, following three proponents’ 
statements for the bill. The bill was 
voted out, 19 to 6, do pass. 

On May 8 letters were mailed to the 
contact men for every representative in 
Illinois, stating reasons why the bill 
should not pass the House. The next 
step will be prepared information 
mailed to the representatives regarding 











the reasons why the members of the 
Illinois State Dental Society oppose 
this bill. Personal contact by the com- 
mittee is maintained with key men in 
the Legislature. The help of the mem- 
bership has always been of the best, 
and is a distinct assistance to those ap- 
pointed to. fight adverse legislation. 

House Bill 727, making it illegal to 
add fluoride to any water supply, is al- 
so up for committee hearing at some 
future date, and will be opposed by 
the same committee. 

If the next seven months follow the 
pattern of the first five months of 1957, 
I predict the busiest year for the entire 
membership in the past eleven years. 

The active membership, as of May 
9, 1957, stands at 5,203, while the mem- 
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bership as of May 8, 1956 was 5,174, 
showing a gain of twenty-nine. Ten 
Components have 100% paid member- 
ship. The delinquent list, as of May 9, 
1957 is seventy-one, while on May 8, 
1956 there was a total of eighty-four 
delinquents. 

In closing, I wish to state that with 
the great amount of work in the Secre- 
tary’s office these past months, it would 
have been impossible to meet our dead- 
lines without the very able assistance 
and loyalty to the Illinois State Dental 
Society evidenced by Miss Sadie Allo- 
way and Miss Joanne Caron in extra 
work and long hours, and I certainly 
wish to thank them.

Council on Dental Health

In order to 
encourage more dental health pro- 
grams throughout the State, a Dental 
Health Conference will be held at the 
Hotel Pere Marquette in Peoria on 
Wednesday, October 2, and Thursday, 
October 3, 1957. 

I have been assured that the Dental 
Division of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health will be willing to as- 
sume part of the expense; therefore, 
this Conference can be held within my 
budget. 

The members of the Council on Den- 
tal Health are naturally interested that 
this conference be successful and any 





suggestions will be appreciated. 

Reports have been received from fif- 
teen of the twenty-one downstate com- 
ponents as to dental health programs 
and the observance of National Chil- 
dren’s Dental Health Week. These re- 
ports vary: many have assisted in den- 
tal examinations, topical sodium fluo- 
ride application, or remedial dental 
service to underprivileged children. 
Three components have conducted an 
extensive program during Children’s 
Dental Health Week, but a few still 
have no program. 

I attended the 8th National Dental 
Health Conference at the A.D.A. Head- 
quarters on April 22, 23, and 24.

Insurance 


The Insurance Committee submits 
the following progress report. 

First: The Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety Accident and Health Group In- 
surance program, as well as the Hospi- 
talization Plan, are working out very 
satisfactorily, with a few minor com- 
plaints, which the Committee endeav- 
ors to keep adjusted. 

Second: Regarding the resolution 
submitted by the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety for their West Side Branch, con- 
cerning Group Mal-practice Insurance 
being offered by the Lumbermen’s Mu- 
tual Insurance, which was referred to 
this Committee in January. 

After considerable study and inves- 
tigation, the Committee is convinced 
that this is not an urgent matter for 
our consideration and that the details 
of such a program should be more 


specifically crystalized by the Reference 
Committee on Insurance, at the next 
A.D.A. meeting in Miami. 


RECOMMENDATION: 

It is the recommendation of this 
Committee that the chairman of our 
delegation be instructed to appoint 
some interested members to sit in on 
the hearings of the Reference Commit- 
tee, to get answers to some pertinent 
questions, so that the data we have 
may be more specifically compiled re- 
garding available coverage desired or 
needed by the membership. 

With this information, we feel the 
State Committee would be in much 
better position to recommend suitable 
coverage at less cost to the State So- 
ciety at a later date.

Interprofessional Relations 


Since the convening of the State Leg- 
islature, the Illinois Interprofessional 
Council has been concerned chiefly in 
the various bills that have been intro- 
duced which affect the professions com- 
prising the group. 

We have been assured by the Gover- 
nor that any bills of interest to us, if 
brought to his attention, will receive 
proper channeling in the legislature 
and that any recommended appoint- 
ments will receive his consideration. 

Some difficulty has arisen regarding 
the inclusion of the chiropodists in the

enabling act which was to make den- 
tists participants in the benefits of 
Blue Shield. 

The Illinois Interprofessional Coun- 
cil went on record as favoring the in- 
clusion of chiropody, but the Medical 
Committee opposed this idea. As a re- 
sult, chiropody has introduced a bill 
of its own which would give them the 
benefits they seek. The latest informa- 
tion on this bill is that it has passed in 
the House of Representatives arfd is to 
be considered by the Senate soon. 

Interest is still displayed in the for- 
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mation of an Interprofessional Council 
in DuPage County. 

A progress report was heard concern- 
ing the formation of a similar group in 
the Rockford area. 

The Aux Plaines Branch, which 
meets in Oak Park, is making progress 
and some of their members have spok- 
en before various local civic groups, 


stressing the cooperative spirit present- 
ly existing among the several healing 
arts professions. 

Our Legislative Committee has been 
directed to make its opposition known 
to Senate Bill 26, which would levy a 
1% tax on professional services.

Prosthetic Dental Service 


Since our annual report in January 
two extremely important meetings 
have been held in addition to numer- 
ous Joint Policy Committee and Joint 
Prosthetic Dental Service Committee 
meetings. They were the panel work- 
shops held in Chicago on January 9 
and in Peoria on April 4, 1957. These 
workshops were well attended and were 
especially enlightening to the new 
component and branch prosthetic den- 
tal service committees, because the lat- 
ter were enabled to become cognizant 
of the many problems confronting the 
profession and the ethical laboratories 
in the State of Illinois. 

During the joint meeting of our 
Committee and the Illinois Dental Lab- 
oratory Association on March 6 in Chi- 
cago, the progress made on our accred- 
itation program was reviewed; the ex- 
treme need to have a greater demand 
for the program by the dental profes- 
sion in order to insure its success was 
stressed. It was stated that the final 
program draft would have to be ratified 
by the parent committee and have the 
approval of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. It was also noted that the pro- 
gram would have to be thoroughly re- 
viewed by legal experts to determine 
that it was well within the limits of 
existing laws. 

The proposed Code of Ethics card 
insert was discussed, and some labora- 


tory men expressed the opinion that 
the card should not be included in 
statements or mailings to dentists who 
were not violators of the Code amend- 
ment as it might have a tendency to 
anger those men who were not in vio- 
lation of the Code. One dentist on the 
Committee stated that the card should 
be mailed to all dentists, since it was 
being sent at the request of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. This would re- 
lieve the dental laboratories of all 
responsibility for sending it. It was fi- 
nally agreed that the enclosure be dis- 
tributed by the State Society and the 
Laboratory Association membership 
about the same date with the Society 
making the first mailing and the Asso- 
ciation group to follow. (Card mailed 
to membership June 20, 1957.) 

The material for ‘“Dentist-Labora- 
tory Chats” was discussed, and it was 
agreed that past articles in some in- 
stances had been too lengthy and too 
much of the same content. Efforts to 
correct this difficulty were discussed 
at length and will be worked out with 
the article authors and the staff of the 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL. Miss Joan 
Ackermann was present at the meeting 
and offered assistance to the Joint Pol- 
icy Committee in providing ample 
space for publicity in future issues of 
the JOURNAL. 

Recent reports of dentists who con- 
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tinue to send patients directly to the 
laboratory have been a source of much 
concern to your Committee; in fact, 
one downstate ethical laboratory re- 
ported that twenty-eight dentists in his 
area continued to send patients di- 
rect to his laboratory. The situation is 
embarrassing to the laboratory and 
continued efforts must be made to 





eliminate such practices throughout 
the State of Illinois. 

The next meeting of this committee 
is scheduled for June 5, 1957, at which 
time important topics will be dis- 
cussed and acted upon concerning bet- 
ter dentist-laboratory relations.

Public Policy 


To the date of this report, April 12, 
no Bill has been introduced in the pre- 
sent Illinois Legislature that would 
amend the Dental Practice Act. 


This Committee is watching five 
Bills: 


Number 1I—Senate Bill 59—intro- 
duced by Korshak, et al. 

Number 2—Senate Bill 26—intro- 
duced by Monroe 

Number 3—House Bill 310—intro- 
duced by Lee 

Number 4—House Bill 561—intro- 
duced by Stephenson 

Number 5—House Bill 727—intro- 
duced by Morgensen 


Senate Bill 59 is the legislation intro- 
duced by the Illinois State Medical 
Society to amend the Blue Shield Law 
to permit direct payments to dentists 
for services rendered by dentists under 
this Act. The present law, The Medi- 
cal Service Plan Act, defining medical 
service says: 


“Medical Service means the ordi- 
nary and usual professional services ren- 
dered by Physicians licensed in Illinois 
to practice medicine in all its branch- 


es. 


In SB 59 are added these words, in 
that same sentence, so that limited den- 
tistry is to be included, 
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‘‘as well as like services when lawfully 
rendered in a licensed hospital by per- 
sons licensed in this State under the 
Dental Practice Act.” 


This bill is being held up in the 
committee to which it was assigned by 
the Illinois State Medical Society. We 
of the Illinois State Dental Society have 
been informed of such intentional de- 
lay. 

Senate Bill 26 would place a one per- 
cent tax on the gross incomes of those 
engaged in sixty-two professions and 
trades. Dentistry is one of these occu- 
pations. We have been advised that 
this bill has little chance of passing. 

House Bill 310 would put the gen- 
eral practice of chiropody into the 
Blue Shield Law. You should note 
carefully the change that dentists are 
asking for dentists under Blue Shield. 
We are not asking for general den- 
tistry to be covered, but chiropody is 
asking for complete chiropody service 
to be covered. If general dentistry were 
to be covered under any insurance plan, 
it would make the premiums very ex- 
pensive to the subscriber. If chiropody 
is covered by this act being passed, all 
the other like practitioners—osteo- 
paths, chiropractors, naprapathy, op- 
tometrists, etc—would make an effort 
to come under Blue Shield. This could 
raise the cost of Blue Shield coverage 














to each subscriber so high it would 
price itself out of business. 

As dentists, we are interested in 
keeping Blue Shield premiums low; if 
a man can purchase a_ reasonable 
amount of insurance to protect himself 
in case of catastrophic illness, he will 
be less likely to demand socialized med- 
icine to rescue him. If we have social- 
ized medicine, we will have socialized 
dentistry. This Committee is sympa- 
thetic to the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety in their effort to kill this bill. As 
a society, we are taking no action. 

House Bill 561 would require that 
no city, village, town, or public water 
district treat any public water supply 
with fluorine or fluorine compounds 
unless the question of fluoridation has 
been voted upon favorably by the pub- 
lic. This bill is now in the Committee 
of Municipalities. Since we feel fluori- 
dation of fluorine deficient communal 
water supplies is one of the greatest 
advancements in dental and _ public 
health that has been made in the last 
fifty years, we are going to make every 
effort to kill this bill. 

House Bill 727 is another bill on 
fluoridation of public water supply. It 
would prohibit the introduction of 
fluorine and fluorine compounds into 


Public 


The Public Welfare Committee of 
the Illinois State Dental Society has 
been spending an active winter in at- 
tempting to set up county dental ad- 
visors in the 102 counties of the State 
of Illinois, in order that these men 
may be of assistance to the Superin- 
tendent of the County Public Aid Com- 
mission. 

These advisors were picked on the 
basis of previous service. In instances 
where changes had to be made, com- 


such water; it also provides for injunc- 


tive proceedings. We intend to fight 
this bill as vigorously as House Bill 
561. 

Since the most recent report of this 
Committee, we have spent a day in the 
office of the lawyer retained by the II- 
linois State Dental Society; at this time 
Dr. Ernest Goldhorn, chairman of the 
Group Dental Health Care Committee, 
was present, among others. The ques- 
tion under discussion was the possible 
need for legislation to be enacted, so 
we would be ready to render dental 
services for groups who had health 
funds available to spend for such serv- 
ice. We were thinking especially of 
those organizations that have health 
and welfare funds. Organized dentistry 
is taking action on this subject be- 
cause we want people to receive, if they 
apply for it, a satisfactory dental serv- 
ice at a reasonable fee, so that the en- 
tire transaction will reflect credit upon 
the dental profession. This Commit- 
tee however, has not been directed by 
the Executive Council to prepare any 
such legislation.

Civil Defense 


Dr. Clifford K. Becherer, chairman 
of the Civil Defense Committee of the 
Peoria District Dental Society reports 
that thirty-four dentists and four as- 
sistants have completed a course in 
First Aid Training and have received 
cards certifying their proficiency in 
emergency care. This group is now tak- 
ing a course of lectures and demonstra- 
tions in cooperation with the Peoria 
Medical Society on Advanced Casual- 
ty Care, including treatment of shock, 
blood typing, handling, storage and 
transfusions, and radiation injuries. 

Three of this group have engaged in 
courses of instructions by the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary on boat handling, 
navigation, and maritime regulations 
for rescue services. This is a new de- 
parture that might well be followed by 
dentists on inland waterways and the 
seaboard. To the knowledge of the 
Chairman of this Committee, this is 
the most complete and _ successful 
course conducted to date by any com- 


ponent society and Dr. Becherer de- 
serves a great deal of credit for his ef- 
forts. 

The Chairman attended the Second 
Health Services Planning Course on 
March 4-8, 1957, in Battle Creek, Mich- 
igan. This course was conducted by the 
F.C.D.A. Staff College in cooperation 
with the Health Office of of F.C.D.A. 
There were sixty-five in attendance, 
representing twenty-four states and 
Canada. Five of the sixty-five were 
dentists. 

The course covered the principles of 
civil defense and the organization, ad- 
ministration and operation of such 
services. Special problems pertaining to 
the emergency operation of health serv- 
ices were included, and the: general 
theme emphasized the importance of 
teamwork between the health service 
groups and other services in all phases 
of operations.

Group Dental Health Care Plans

It 
is the considered opinion of the Chair- 
man that Mr. Winning’s conclusions 
have given this committee a well de- 
fined and sensible approach and cer- 
tainly a sound legal comprehension of 
the problem.

The Commission reviewed a sugges- 
tion sent to it from a member of the 
Society regarding the sponsoring of a 
possible legislative investigation of il- 
legal laboratory activities. The Com- 
mission felt that this is not the appro- 
priate time for such action and so ad- 
vised the member. The Commission in- 
vites any and all suggestions and ideas 
of the membership on law enforce- 
ment. 

It was decided to inform the mem- 
bership of the Society through the 
JourNnAL of the appointment of the 
Commission and report its activities, 
but not until the Commission could 
formulate a definite statement of pol- 
icy. 

It was decided to invite the chair- 
man and vice-chairman of the Illinois 
Dental Examining Committee to all 
regular meetings and to send a copy of 
the minutes of the meetings out regu- 
larly to them as well as the regular 
members and the consultants. 

The second meeting was held on 
March 13, 1957 and much time was 
spent in the review and discussion of 
the past treatment of law enforcement 
in the State. A discussion also devel- 
oped with regard to the legal actions 
now in process and pending. 

It was the consensus of the Commis- 
sion, after reviewing past efforts, that 
a strong, well seasoned group of men 
Should direct and advise components 
throughout the state in all law enforce- 
ment activities. To this end each mem- 
ber of the Commission was directed to 
submit his ideas in writing at the next 
meeting. 

On March 27, the full membership 
of the Commission plus President Isen- 
berger and Drs. Humphrey and Green- 


wald of the Dental Examining Com- 
mittee were present. 

A free exchange of ideas and a dis- 
cussion of the place of the Department 
of Registration and Education and the 
Dental Examining Committee in the 
field of law enforcement of the Dental 
Practice Act in Illinois ensued. The 
Commission felt that it was desirable 
for a member of the Dental Examining 
Committee, a member of the Executive 
Council of the Illinois State Dental 
Society, and a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety to be present at all meetings so 
that the utmost in cooperation could 
be had between all groups so vitally in- 
terested in this project. 

The permanent Commission idea 
was again discussed with articles writ- 
ten by the members as the center of 
discussion. 

A motion was passed that the Com- 
mission members residing in and 
around Chicago meet and rewrite a 
composite idea for presentation to the 
Executive Council at their Annual 
Meeting in May. 

To this end this group met on April 
16, in the Chicago Dental Society of- 
fices and decided on a rough draft 
which was prepared and sent to these 
men a few days later. This draft was 
further reviewed and changed through 
phone and personal contacts. The re- 
sult of these changes was submitted to 
the whole Commission again at its 
May | meeting. At this meeting a fi- 
nal draft was completed. 

The Commission now submits its 
report and recommendations to the 
Executive Council of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. We realize that the 
statements are long and some may be 
elemental, but we feel that a basic edu- 
cation of all groups of people in IIli- 
nois on the dental law is necessary. 

We solicit your serious consideration 
of the proposed plan.

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COMPONENT OFFICERS CONFERENCE 


April 3-4, 1957 


The first Component Officers Con- 
ference opened April 3, 1957 at the 
Hotel Pere Marquette in Peoria, with 
cocktails and buffet dinner for all in 
attendance.

Dr. Fisher explained briefly the 
theme of the panel workshop and then 
introduced the first speaker, Dr. Wal- 
ter E. Dundon, chairman of the A.D.A. 
Council on Dental Trade and Labora- 
tory Relations. Dr. Dundon’s paper 
was: “Why Are We Here?” 

Other speakers were from the Joint 
Policy Committee, and their topics 
were: Mr. Edward B. Grimes, “Why a 
Policy Committee?”; Dr. G. Herbert 
Fitz, “Why an Accreditation Pro- 
gram?”; Mr. Joseph E. Kennedy, 
“What Are the Mechanics of the Pro- 
posed Accreditation Program?”; Mr. 
Harold E. Wilson, “What Are the 
Benefits to Craft and Profession?”; and 
Dr. Joseph T. Brophy, “Where Do We 
Go from Here?” 

After a ten minute recess, the pro- 
gram continued with a question and 
answer period. 

The Conference recessed at 12:00 
noon.

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At 1:30 p.m., the meeting was called 
to order, with Dr. Paul W. Clopper, 
secretary of the Illinois State Dental 
Society, presiding. 

Dr. Clifford F. Isenberger presented 
a paper on “The State Society,” in 
which he reviewed the history, organ- 
ization and administration of the body. 
He then urged each component society 
to keep in close contact with its coun- 
cilman, who is the component’s liaison 
with the State Society. 

Dr. Robert J. Pollock, president-elect 
of the Society and chairman of the 
newly established Law Enforcement 
Study Commission, explained the rea- 
sons for the formation of this group, 
and some of its future plans. He also 
explained the reason for and the neces- 
sity of approving the constitutional 
amendments which would enable the 
State Society to assess its members to 
build a special law enforcement fund. 

The next speaker was Mr. Edgar T. 
Stephens, program director of the 
C.D.S. He explained the four ap- 
proaches to law enforcement: Criminal 
action, which has not proved effective; 
injunction action—a longer, more ef- 
fective process; punishment of dentists 
associating themselves with unethical 
laboratories by suspension or revoca- 
tion of the dentist’s license; and en- 
forcement through the Traynor Act 
which prohibits interstate commerce in 
dentures. 

Dr. William P. Schoen, editor of the 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL, spoke on 
“The Problems of the Journal in Re- 
lation to Component Officers and Edi- 
tors,” and Dr. George B. Vogelei, pres- 
ident of the Northwest District Dental 
Society, presented a paper on “Con- 
ducting a Component Meeting and the 
Member’s Responsibility.” 











The afternoon session was conclud- 
ed with a question and answer period. 

Before adjourning a member of the 
audience suggested that a caravan type 
program be prepared, in which Dr. 
Brophy and Mr. Kennedy would trav- 
el from one component to another ex- 
plaining the illegal laboratory situa- 
tion and the law enforcement prob- 
lems to the members of the State So- 
ciety. No action on this was taken at 
the time. 


Dr. Clopper asked if the component 
officers had any suggestions as to a bet- 
ter time of the year to hold the Officers 
Conference. It seemed to be the con- 
census of those present that the spring 
was the best time of the year, and it 
was also suggested that the Conference 
be held the day before the State Meet- 
ing in May.

ILLINOIS DENTISTS FAIL TO COMPLY 
WITH DENTAL PRACTICE ACT 


The Illinois Dental Practice Act is 
the dentists’ own law, and it is every 
dentist’s responsibility to see that this 
Act merits the confidence of the public. 
The dentist should know. the restric- 
tions the law places on the non-den- 
tist, and he should know and abide 
by the requirements and responsibili- 
ties it places on the dentist. 

Recently, in an effort to determine 
the exact number of dentists practic- 
ing in Illinois, it became quite appar- 
ent that many dentists are not ac- 
quainted with sections six and eight of 
the Dental Practice Act. These refer to 
the registration of license with the 
County Clerk in the county in which 
a dentist establishes his practice; nor 
do they seem to realize the penalties 
which may be invoked for failure to 
comply with this requirement. 

Of the fifty dentists practicing in one 
central Illinois county, twenty-five are 
not registered with the County Clerk. 
Records in other counties reveal the 
same non-compliance on the part of 
dentists. 

In the past, we have heard dentists 
complaining that the Dental Practice 
Act is not strictly enforced. Perhaps 
the profession could eliminate such 
complaints if every dentist would read 
the Dental Practice Act, comply with 
the specific requirements pertaining to 
him, and then join his fellow practi- 
tioners in the community in seeing that 
this law is properly administered by 
the local authorities.

COLLEGE OF DENTISTS TO POLL 
DENTAL PROBLEMS, PROCEDURES 


The National Opinion Research 
Center of the University of Chicago, 
at the request of the American College 
of Dentists, and in cooperation with 
the Walter G. Zoller Memorial Dental 
Clinic, is currently engaged in a study 
of procedures and problems of dental 
practice. Personal interviews with a 
nationwide sample of active, practising 
dentists are now being conducted. 

Results of the study, which will be 
useful to the entire dental profession, 
will be made generally available in 
summary terms toward the end of the 
year. The main interest of the study is 
in the procedures and problems of den- 
tal practice, including their preventive 
aspects. 


SURVEY SHOWS NEED FOR DENTAL 
SCHOOL FACILITIES IN WEST 


An expansion of present dental 
school facilities is the realistic way to 
combat an anticipated shortage of den- 
tists and dental hygienists within the 
next twenty years in eleven western 
states, according to a report published 
by the Western Interstate Commission 
for Higher Education; the projected 
demand for dental health care in these 
states by 1975 will far exceed the 
amount of trained dental personnel 
available to meet the demand. 

The report pointed out that the west- 
ern states can no longer depend upon 
dental schools in other areas for their 
dental graduates. The number of grad- 
uates from western dental schools 
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should reach 1,600 annually between 
1960 and 1975 if a severe shortage is to 
be averted, the report said. Currently, 
the region’s six dental schools graduate 
only 400 dentists a year. 

The expansion of dental hygiene 
school facilities was also recommended 
as a step toward increasing the number 
of dental hygiene graduates available 
to meet future demands for dental care. 

The report was based on a survey 
conducted by the Division of Dental 
Resources of the U. S. Public Health 
Service in co-operation with the A.D.A. 
Council on Dental Education and the 
W. K. Kellogg Foundation. Included in 
the study were the states of Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, 
Washington, and Wyoming, and the 
territories of Alaska and Hawaii. 


LAW TO REGISTER LABORATORIES 
ENACTED IN FLORIDA 


A bill requiring that dental labora- 
tories in Florida be registered annually 
with the State Board of Dental Exam- 
iners at an annual registration fee of 
$6 has been signed by the governor af- 
ter its approval by the state legislature. 

The new statute gives the board au- 
thority to inspect laboratories for com- 
pliance with the state dental practice 
act. Penalties for violation include sus- 
pension, a fine up to $1,000, and im- 
prisonment up to a year. 


ORDERS FOR '58 APPOINTMENT 
BOOK NOW BEING ACCEPTED

WORK OF DR. JOHN CHRIETZBERG 
LAUDED BY A.D.A. SECRETARY 


At the last meeting of the Georgia 
Dental Association, Dr. Harold Hillen- 
brand, secretary of the American Den- 
tal Association, highly praised the 
Georgia State Health Department. The 
dental division of this department is 
headed by Dr. John Chrietzberg, form- 
er director of the dental division of the 
Illinois State Department of Public 
Health. 

Said Dr. Hillenbrand: 

“Some of us who have been interest- 
ed in the statistics of the dental pro- 
fession for the past few years have been 
puzzled by income distribution. As you 
all know, the highest incomes of the 
dental profession are usually on the 











West Coast, the Northwest, and then it 
drops to the Southeast with Tennessee 
and Georgia very high. One would 
think that the populous states and the 
concentrated areas such as Washington, 
D.C., would be very high on the list. 
This appears not to be true. There are 
several reasons why the West Coast and 
the Northwest might lead in income, 
but there has never been a very accept- 
able explanation why the pattern 
should jump to the Southeast. 

“It now seems to me I have, at least 
to my own satisfaction, arrived at the 
conclusion that in Tennessee and in 
Georgia much of the high income of 
the dental profession is related directly 
to a sound public health program. 
There seems to be no other reason that 
is readilv at hand. The distribution and

training of dentists seem to have no im- 
pact on wny the income should jump 
from the West Coast to the Southeast. 

“Until I hear a better reason, I would 
be inclined to think that the year-in 
and year-out activities of a well organ- 
ized State Health Department, through 
its Dental Division in the fullest and 
closest cooperation with the State Den- 
tal Association as you have here in 
Georgia, does eventually produce more 
dental care and thus higher income for 
the dentists. 


“Therefore, I should like to again 
compliment, as I have done previous- 
ly, the Georgia Dental Association for 
its full cooperation with the Georgia 
Health Department which I think is 
doing a magnificent job. When we have 
visitors from abroad who ask for an 
outstanding health department, it has 
been my pleasure to refer them to the 
State of Georgia to examine what you 
are doing to see how the principles of 
the American Dental Association are 
applied at the state and local level.” 


BRUSH MANUFACTURERS PLEDGE 
$5,000 FOR "TOOTHBRUSHING" 


Toothbrush manufacturers attend- 
ing the recent annual meeting of the 
American Brush Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation pledged $5,000 to finance a 
promotional campaign to further in- 
creased use of toothbrushes as an im- 
portant aid to good dental health. The 
meeting took place at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va.

NATIONAL HEALTH SURVEY 
BEGINS INTERVIEWING 


Household interviews began across 
the nation on May 6 for the National 
Health Survey, a continuing survey to 
determine the extent of illness and 
disability in the country. 

The National Health Survey, to be

carried out by the U.S. Public Health 
Service under legislation enacted by 
the last Congress, will consist of three 
types of studies. The household inter- 
views will be conducted monthly and 
will include questions about dental 
and medical conditions and care, ac- 
cidents and injuries, disability, and 
hospitalization. Other parts of the sur- 
vey will be a series of special studies 
to gather health information of a type 
for which the household interview is 
not appropriate, and a series of meth- 
odological studies designed to improve 
the technics of measurement of illness 
and to check the validitysof the data 
collected in the other parts of the 
survey. 

The Bureau of the Census will carry 
out the household interviewing for the 
Public Health Service. Statistics will 
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be compiled for the nation as a whole, 
for each of eleven geographic regions, 
and for the eight largest metropolitan 
areas.

INDIAN DENTAL EDITOR ENDS 
REMARKABLE CAREER 


Dr. Mansookh Patel, 57, editor of the 
Indian Dental Review since 1927, died 
in Bombay on November 2, 1956. 

Dr. Patel received his D.D.S. degree 
from the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Dentistry in 1923, and his 
D.M.D. degree from the University of 
Rostock, Germany, in 1924. 

Following his return to Karachi in 
1924 he launched a program for den- 
tal reforms, and in 1926 (at the age of 
27), single-handed, began teaching den- 
tistry—which formed the nucleus of a 
future college of dentistry. Then in

1927 he founded the Indian Dental 
Review, which was the first dental 
journal in Western India. In recogni- 
tion of this he was named a fellow of 
the International College of Dentists 
in 1929. 


Because of the partition of India, 
Dr. Patel’s college was closed, and he 
had to migrate to Bombay in 1947. He 
was appointed dental surgeon and lec- 
turer to the Topiwala National Med- 
ical College and Nair Hospital Dental 
College, and dental surgeon to Bombay 
Hospital. In 1951 and 1953 he was 
elected president of the All India Den- 
tal Association. He was also an exam- 
iner for the B.D.S. degree at the Uni- 
versity of Bombay and the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, vice-president 
of the Bombay State Dental Council, 
and member of the Dental Council of 
India. 


Realizing the need in all areas of 
the dental field in India, Dr. Patel 
encouraged his four sons to continue 
his work. His eldest son, Surendra, 
studied in the United States, England, 
and Germany and is now the head of 
the foremost dental trade and manu- 
facturing firm in India; his also is the 
first and largest manufacturer of arti- 
ficial teeth in India, and recently he 
opened a dental laboratory. 


A second son, Virendra, received his 
M.D.S. degree in orthodontia at Tufts 
University, Boston, and is now a lec- 
turer at the Nair Hospital Dental Col- 
lege. Dr. Patel’s third son, Mahendra, 
is presently studying at the University 
of Hamburg, Germany, for his D.M.D. 
degree. And the fourth son, is studying 
for his bachelor’s degree in chemistry, 
with plans to start an Indian firm spe- 
cializing in dental drugs and materials.

care of hypodermic needles assumes new and 
vital importance. 


If serum or blood is drawn into the cartridge 
in aspirating, that needle is best discarded. 
The most that can be done is to try to flush such 
a needle clean immediately. If a deposit settles 
in the lumen, however, even passing a needle 
wire through it may not remove the deposit 
completely. 


Such a deposit might contain organisms which 
might not be destroyed by boiling or auto- 
claving, such as the virus of infectious hepatitis, 
which is notoriously resistant. A needle thus 
contaminated could easily infect other patients. 


Discarding a needle is a small price to pay for 
positive safety.
